Madam  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December  1955* 

The  number  of  births  occurring  in  the  District  were  14 
fewer  than  in  the  previous  year  giving  a Birth  Rate  of  12.2  as 
compared  with  the  Birth  Rate  for  the  country  as  a whole  of  15*0. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  District  were  5 more 
than  in  the  previous  year,  giving  a Death  Rate  of  12.7  as  compared 
with  the  Death  Rate  for  the  country  as  a whole  of  11*7#  In  regard 
to  causes  of  death  - vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and 
malignant  neoplasms  each  show  an  increase  of  4 whilst  heart  disease 
other  than  coronary  disease  (for  which  the  numbers  are  the  same) 
show  a decrease  of  7#  Deaths  from  hypertension  with  heart  disease 
and  other  circulatory  diseases  taken  together  show  an  increase  of 
5.  Deaths  from  other  causes  show  only  minor  variations. 

The  number  of  infants  who  died  before  reaching  one  year  of 
age  during  the  year  under  consideration  was  2 as  compared  with  5 
in  the  previous  year.  Such  a reduction  in  infant  deaths  gives 
cause  for  satisfaction. 

In  regard  to  notifications  of  infectious  diseases,  there 
were  26  as  compared  with  48  in  the  previous  year.  The  reduction  is 
chiefly  accounted  for  by  fewer  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  dysentery 

In  accordance  with  Section  I of  the  Housing  Repairs  and 
Rents  Act, 1954,  the  Council’s  proposals  in  regard  to  slum  clearance 
were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
showing  that  the  estimated  number  of  houses  to  be  dealt  with  during 
the  next  five  years  would  be  51  • This  matter  will  require  to  be 
actively  pursued  with  the  repair  or  improvement  of  other  properties 

The  implementation  of  the  new  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  will 
require  a considerable  amount  of  time  to  be  spent  on  this  aspect  of 
the  work.  It  is  hoped  that  all  concerned  will  comply  with  the 
spirir  and  not  only  the  letter  of  these  Regulations , Only  in  this 
way  will  the  aims  be  achieved. 

Mr,  Alfred  Healy  resigned,  from  his  appointment  as  Sanitary 
Inspector  & Surveyor  on  30th  September  1935  in  order  to  take  up  a 
similar  appointment  with  Oundle  Urban  District  Council.  He  was 
succeeded  on  5th  December  1955  by  Mr.  Norman  R.  Bolton. 

in  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  willing  assistance  at  all  times. 
My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  the  support  and  consideration  extended  to  me.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  provided  (1)  from  the  Blackrod 
Reservoir  (by  arrangement  with  the  Blackrod  U.D.C.)  and  (2)  fro 
a tapping  of  the  conduits  taking  the  Manchester  supply  from 
Thirlmere  (by  arrangement  with  the  Manchester  Corporation). 

The  water  from  both  sources  is  adequate  in  quantity  and  satis- 
factory in  quality.  Every  house  in  the  area  has  a "main  supply 
The  average  daily  consumption  was  115,214  gallons,  which  gives 
a consumption  per  head  of  28.04  gallons  daily.  The  supplies 
are  interchangeable  and  complementary.  During  the  year  the 
older  water  mains  were  scraped  to  improve  the  volume  of  water. 
Extensions  wore  made  to  the’  water  main  on  the  Council’s  Fair 
Vi ew  Housing  Bite  for  new  houses. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Only  34  outlying  properties  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage 
system.  These  have  septic  tanks.  Sewerage  disposal  is  by 
precipitation  and  filtration  over  3 coke  filters  at  the 
Sewerage  Disposal  W-'orks  at  Harrisons  Farm.  The  effluent  is 
discharged  into  the  River  Douglas,  The  Sewage  Works  was 
modernised  in  1931.  Extensions  to  sewers  were  undertaken  in 
1955  to  new  properties,  and  provision  for  32  ebw  Council  houses 
made  at  Fair  View  Housing  Site. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

These  are  inspected  at  intervals  by  the  Inspectors  of  the 
Lancashire  River  Board. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.

MOUSING  CONDITIONS 

As  Members  are  no  doubt  aware  many  of  the  houses  in  the 
area  are  of  the  "two  up  and  two  down”  type,  and  although  hot  water 
systems  and  in  some  cases  bathrooms,  are  being  installed  in  this 
type  of  house, . a great  number  yet  lack  these  amenities.  No  doubt 
most  of  these  houses  are  suitable  for  improvement  under  the  Housing 
Acts  1949/1952,  but  others  have  outlived  their  useful  life  and  will 
have  to  be  dealt  with  as  individual  unfit  houses  or  included  in 
Clearance  Areas. 

A matter  which  X feel  should  receive  consideration  is  the 
housing  of  aged  people,  as  it  is  found  that  owing  to  their  age  a 
bungalow  type  of  dwelling  is  the  most  suitable. 

The  Council  might  give  serious  consideration  to  this  questio; 
question  in  future  housing  projects,  as  the  care  of  aged  persons  is 
a matter  which  is  giving  many  local  authorities  much  concern.
